Executive Order 12065, This group coulu ve uumented, as required, by 
representatives from other agencies. iw group would develop procedures 
for the classification review of permanent records 20 years cf age or 
older of mutual interest and serve as a forum for the exchange of ideas 
in declassification problems. Members of the group could also serve as 
focal points for referrals of permuert cocuments requiring systematic 
review by another member agency. 


The first task envisaged for the grceup concerns the review of 
materials produced by the various indetdepartmental committees or sub- 
committees established under the United States Intelligence Board or its 
predecessor, the Intelligence Advisory Committee. Among these were the 
National Intelligence Survey report series, and reports prepared by the 
Economic Intelligence Committee, and others. Once the problem of system- 
atic review of interdepartmental reporting is resolved the group may 
conzern itself with other systematic declassification problems where 
there is a mutuality of interests.
